Whatever the outcome of the investigation 
being conducted by the President’s air board, 
the attitude of the President and of the ad- 
ministration is clearly apparent. Mr. Cool- 
idge is determined that the facts shall be de- 
veloped and to that end every commissioned 
officer summoned as a witness is definitely 
instructed to abandon the policy of reticence 
which his rank imposes on him, and to dis- 
close not only his criticisms of what has been 
done but his opinion of what ought to be 
done. 

Many of the officers agree with the rec- 
ommendations of Colonel Mitchell that a sepa- 
rate Department of Aviation should be estab- 
lished, with a unified air service including 
what is comprehended in both the army and 
navy, and a Secretary of Aviation sitting with 
the Seeretary of War and the Secretary of 
the Navy in the Cabinet of the President. To 
these specialists in aviation it appears that 
aviation is worthy and requires a special 
treatment and consideration they now regard 
as impossible. 

This view is naturally perhaps to be ex- 
pected from air enthusiasts and would be en- 
tertained doubtless in any event whatever 
the situation. It is quite logical to suppose 
that specialists in any branch. of endeavor 
would prefer to function under the direction 
of other specialists of their own kidney. What 
they may propose can scarcely be expected 
to be the last word on the subject, even as- 
suming that they seek to arise above preju- 
dice in discussing the situation and actually 
faney themselves doing so. Better, therefore, 
than their own recommendations is the result 
gleaned from a survey of Europe where avia- 
tion is going rapidly forward, one great na- 
tion successfully grappling with the situation 
under segregated direction as Colonel Mitch- 
ell suggests, another proceeding satisfactorily 
along the lines now being pursued in the 
United States. ; 

Experiences in Europe appear to suggest 
that it is quite possible to develop successful 
aviation on a wide-spread scale quite as the 
United States is seeking to do. It is not the 
separate government department that is re- 
quired but the disposition of the government 
and its people at least to approximate condi- 
tions elsewhere. Given the necessary senti- 
ment, the appropriations will follow and the 
problem will be attacked in the fashion we 
all now recognize to’ be necessary. This senti- 
ment has not existed and Congress has not 
acted in the fashion essential to success. _ 

Doubtless Congress will be roughly han- 
dled before the inquiry is finished for its 
failure to provide the necessary funds for 
development of aviation but any American 
eapable of connected thought knows precise- 
ly where lies the difficulty. The fault is with

mits itself to be overborne by a vociferous 
minority which knows precisely, what if wants 
and precisely how to got it.

Green, Tomato Pickle 

Slice green tomatoes to make 
one quart when sliced, cut finély 
3 medium sized onions. Sprinkle 
over them one cup of salt, let 
stand all night.. Drain well the 
next day and throw away liquor. 
Boil 20 minutes in one quart of 
vinegar and two quarts of water. 
Drain again. Take two quarts of 


| vinegar, six cups of sugar (brown 
preferred), two tablespoons each 


of cloves, allspice and cinnamon. 
‘Chop fine 124weet green peppers. 
Heat the syrup then add tomatoes, 
peppers, étc., poil slowly one hour, 
bottle and seal while hot. 


Pickled Figs 
Three pounds of sugar, one pint 
vinegar, one teaspoon each cloves, 
ginger and mace to seven pounds 
of figs. Steam fruit until tender, 
place in jars ande pour boiling 
syrup over it. Seal while hot. 


Pickled Pears 

Seven pounds peeled \pears, three 
pounds white sugar, one pint cider 
vinegar, stick whole cloves in 
pears, and add stick of cinnamon 
to syrup. Simmer until pears are 
clear. This ,is rich, but not a 
very sweet presorve. ;

Tomato Sauce 

Bight pounds green tomatoes 
chopped, four pounds brown sugar, 
one quart of vinegar, one tea- 
spoon each of cloves and allspice. 
(Cook tomatoes and sugar for an 
hour, or until tomatoes are soft, 
then add hot vinegar and spices. 
Bottle while hot. 


Chinese Relish 

1 large head cabbage, 1 quart 
onions, 3 red peppers, 1 bunch 
celery, %4 cup mustard seed, 1 
pound brown sugar, 3-4 cup salt, 
% tablespoons celery seed, vinegar. 

Remove outside leaves from 
cabbage, peel onions, remove seeds 
from green peppers, separate 
stalks of celery, wash and cut off 
tops. Put all through 4 coarse 
food grinder. Mix mustard seeds, 
sugar, salt and celery seeds to- 
gether. Add to chopped vegetables 
with just enough vinegar to cover. 
Mix well. Pack in sterilized jars 
and seal air-tight. 


Watermelon-Rind Pickle 

1 large watermelon, 2 quarts 
water, 1 pint vinegar. 

Cut watermelon in sections and 
remove red center. Peel green 
from rind and cut rind in 1-inch 
pieces. Mix together water and 
vinegar, add rind and let stand 
12 hours. Boil until. tender, then 
drain off liquid. 

Mix together the following: 3 
cups vinegar, 4 cups sugar, 1 cup 
water, 3 whole cloves and 1 stick 
cinnamon. Add rind and bring to 
poiling point. Cool, put in a crock. 
Cover and let stand 2 weeks be- 
fore using.

Individual Important : 

The important part played by 
the individual in the attainment 
of success for the institution or 
organization was stressed yester- 
day afternoon in a talk by Horace 
Dunbar, past president of the Los 
Angeles Rotary Club, in an inspir- 
ing talk before Ontario Rotarians 
in luncheon session at Hotel Casa 
Blanca. 

“Bach great epoch in the hist- 
ory of the world devolves about 
an individual,’ declared the speak 
‘er, who went on to point out the 
importance of knowing “and be- 
lieving in one’s self. Education 
he held te be the leading out of 
an individual from within and he 
asserted that if Rotary did, not 
accomplish this it failed. 

Reciting how friendship had 
been the foundation stone of the 
first Rotary mecting, Mr. Dunbar 
held that not only friendship, but 
friendliness, holding all men in 
its grasp, is essential. 

In this conection, the speaker 
referred to Napoleon, usually cred- 
ited with being entirely selfish 
and ruthless, and quoted a boy 
friend of the great French gener- 
al as declaring that Napoleon nei- 
ther believd in friendship, nor felt 
the necessity for loving. He be- 
lieved in himself, but lacked the 
balance of friendliness. 

Mr. Dunbar told of his recent 
visit to the meeting of the Rot- 
ary officers and secretaries asso- 
ciation and of being impressed 
with the many new faces which 
greeted him. This -bringing of new 
leaders to the fore each year in 
Rotary he held to be good. An 
institution he characterized as 
merely the lengthened shadow of 
a’ man and he declared each indi- 
vidual to be a veritable gold mine
